Last  Survivor  of  Thirty  Persons 
To  Explain  How  Others 

TORONTO.  Jan.  6         In  the  distant  future  a  mcHi^al 
paper  will  be  published  by  an  old  acientist  in  which 
he  will  give  the  cause  of  the  death  of  twenty-nine  of 
his  colleagues.    Dr.  C.  H.  Best,  professor  of  phyaiology  in 
the  University  of  Toronto,  revealed  the  strange  pact  in 
the  course  of  a  short  speech  at-tha  wtak-aad. 

Thirty  research  workers  in  the  school  of  hygiene  an- 
nually have  a  physical  examination.  They  examine  each 
other  and  from  Mdi  other  they  draw  blood  which  is  chem- 
ically analyzed.  "The  idea  is."  explained  Dr.  Best,  "that 
the  survivor  will  write  a  paper  on  what  caused  the  death 
of  the  others.**

GALE  TAKES 
LIFE  Of  MAN 

Aged  Veteran  of  North-West 
Police  Drowns  at  Jackson 
Bay— Dog  Saved 


When  hi.s  dinghy  capsized  in 
heavy  .seas  during  a  southwest  gale

Th«  lyttematlc  inquiry  being  conduetcd  In 
l&ffUnd  Into  the  examination  system  In  schools 
seemji  to  be  resulting  in  the  condemnation  of  the 
examiners  at  much  as  anything  else.  Apparently 
their  Judgments  and  verdieta  mry  very  widely. 
And  In  the  Individual  Instance  are  susceptible  to 
dutnge.  Aatonishlng  discrepuncles  have  been 
ahown  om  the  whole  range  of  the  tauittlry.  A 
candidate  plnuRhed  by  one  examiner  Ls  awarded 
distinction  by  another  on  exactly  the  same  paper. 
Iliere  to  alio  the  eaae  of  the  re-submlMlon  of 
the  same  p.ipers  to  the  same  examiners  for  re- 
marking after  an  interval  of  twelve  months.  In 
thta  Inteanee  It  waa  found  thie  exaininan  had 
changed  their  minds,  or  their  jttdgmente,  Itlating 
to  50  per  cent  of  the  cases. 

Another  test  made  was  to  range  sixteen  candi- 
dates for  the  Home  Civil  Service  In  order  of 
merit  by  a  viva  voce  examination  according  to 
"alertness,  intelligence  and  general  outlook." 
These  candidates  were  examined  separately  by 
two  Boards,  one  consisting  of  five  and  the  other 
of  four  eminent  persons  worklnK  to  the  same 
rules.  Board  A  selected  a  candidate  for  first 
place,  but  Board  B  awarded  him  thirtf<>nth  place, 
and  one  of  the  examiners  of  the  latter  Board 
aeCtalljr  placed  him  last  on  the  Uet.,  The  eiuidl- 

date  of  Board  B  favored  for  flrst  place  was  low  on 
the  list  prelNured  by  Board  A,  and  tliere  was  only 
one  candidate  who  appeared  In  the  first  tlx 
places  awarded  by  both  Boards 

The  uquiry  indicates  that  there  can  be  little 
confidence  In  the  examination  lystem;  A  similar 
inquiry  In  France  led  to  the  same  result.s,  or  ap- 
proximately the  same,  and  the  indictment  ap- 
pears to  be  against  the  whole  System  of  trial  by 
examination,  if  not  against  the  examiners  them- 
Mlves.  In  the  past,  school  f^mlnatolns  have 
played  a  large  pari  tn  the  life  of  the  modern 
community.  Srt  :ningly  the  human  element  varies 
very  largely  among  examiners,  and  yet  the  fact 
remains  that  entry  into  a  profession  must  be 
subjected  to  some  test  Of  fitness,  and  that  there 
must  be  some  distinguishing  marks  of  achieve- 
ment in  higher  education.  The  problem  is  how  to 
secure  objective  standards  of  merit.  There  will 
always  be  that  eleiAent  of  chance  which  presides 
over  the  destinies  of  all.  The  question  of  abso- 
lutely accurate  examination  tests  is  one  that 
eludes  drniiitlnn  Ttirrr  can  be  no  ab^olu'e  stan- 
dard uule;is  Uiers  is  a  common  standard  of  ex-

For  instance,  the  amount 
oir  alcohol  in  the  blood  in  relation  to  the  degree 
of  Intoxication  vanes  with  the  IndlviduaL  The 
habitual  drinker  can  have  much  more  per  unit 
of  blood  and  not  be  Intoxicated.  A  non-drinker 
taking  a  small  dose  might  produce  a  dangerous 
state  with  a  comparatively  low  level  of  alcohol  in 
the  blood.  There  Is  also  the  question  of  the  time 
the  test  is  made 

Alcohol  is  quickly  burned  up  by  the  body.  A 
test  performed  one  or  two  hours  after  a  motor 
I'.ccldent  would  not  nece.ssarlly  throw  any  light 
upon  the  state  of  the  Individual  at  the  time  of 
the  .aeeldeht.  For  this  reason  the  test  eoald  not 
be  nneootrovertible. '

THE  SEASONS 


Among  the  many  cl.us^ts  of  the  community  that 
would  benefit  by  the  proposed  regional  union 
library  on  Vancouver  Island  are  the  children.  A 
co-operative  book  service  could  give  them  a 
wealth  and  variety  of  reading  that- Is  Impossible 
under  the  present  system  of  separated  libraries. 
The  experience  of  the  Fraser  Valley  Union 
Librarv.  after  wliirh  the  projected  libraries  on 
this  l^and  as  well  as  in  llie  Okanagan  and  the 
Kootenays,  will  be  fashioned,  is  that  the  regional 
co-operative  service  reaches  large  numbers  of 
children  who  previously  were  almost,  if  not  en- 
tirely, bookless.  To  supply  the  heed  of  the  Fraset 
Valley  youngsters  6,548  books  are  provided,  con- 
siderably more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  stock 
The  response  to  this  opportunity  Is  ehown  in  the 
report  that  there  are  more  than  4,500  child  bor- 
rowers. A  gratifying  feature  is  that  the  circula- 
tion of  non-flctlon  is  higher  than  that  of  fiction-. 
One  observer  pictures  the  attractiveness  of  the 
book  supply  to  the  children,  In  that  "they  cluster 
around  the  opened  shelves  of  the  book  van  like 
bees  around  a  dish  of  syrup," 

The  assistance  that  may  be  given  by  the  re- 
gional  library  to  the  educational  work  carried  on 
through  the  schools  Ls  receiving  the  attention  of 
library  and  school  authorities.  At  present  there 
are  twenty-five  book  deposits  In  schools.  It  Is 
proposed  to  extend  the  present  service  imtil  it 
includes  the  whole  library  district.  The  possi- 
bilities of  a  book  supply  in  every  school  on  the 
Island  Is  thus  envisioned.  The  present  meagre- 
nessjOf  the  ordinary  school  library,  and  the  posi- 
tive harrenness  ot  books  in  many  homes,  emplia- 
slzes  how  desirable  It  is  to  have  the  vision  prac- 
tlcallzed.  To  bring  the  wealth  now  stored  In 
modem  books  for  children  into  the  dally  life  of 
the  aehoOl  and  the  home  would  mean  a  cultural 
Influence  of  the  highest  value.  Fraser  Valley 
teachers  testify  to  the  increased  responsiveness 
of  their  pupils  foUowtog  their  access  to  a  rich 
supply  of  readlnp.  Tlie  hrinRlnp  of  a  similar  op- 
portunity to  Uie  boys  and  girls  of  Vancouver 
Island  will  be  one  Of  the  results  of  a  majorly  vote 

for  the  union  library  district  at  the  COming  ClViC 
and  school  board  elections.

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In  many  spheres  of  human  error  and  human 
endeavor  things  are  being  reduced  to  a  very  fine 
point,  in  theory  at  least.

He  says  that  the  amount  of  alcohol  cir- 
culating in  the  blood  can  now  be  detected  accu- 
rately and  fairly  easily  by  an  expert  examiner. 
It  Is  only  necessary  to  have  the  aaoont  Of  blood 
produced  by  a  pin  prick 

It  appears  that  one  drop  of  akohul  m  1,000 
drops  of  blood  produces  definite  symptoms  of 
being  under  the  influence  of  drink.  One  drop  of 
alcohol  in  700  o  pa  of  blood  produc  s  symptonu 
of  "being  dnmk."  One  drop  of  alcohol  la  M6 
drops  of  blood  produces  symptoms  of  being  "dead 
dnmk."  and  any  percentage  above  that  endangers 
life.  Dr.  Ecdes  says  that  the  shock  of  a  load 
accident  or  an  overdose  of  insulin  for  such  a  com- 
plaint as  diabetes  produces  the  same  effect  as 
behig  under  the  teflnenee  of  'drinks  but  a  blood
